j William D. Mahon, international 
president of the street car men’s 
union, last night issued a letter to 
the 15,000 members now on strike. 
“The Tribune” printe Mr. Mahon’s 
letter in fall, as follows: 
Chicago, July 30, 1919. 

To the Officers and Members of Divi- 
sions 241 and 308 of the Amalgama 
Association of Street and Electric Rall 
way Employés of America: , 

Brothers and Sisters: 

I take this means of submitting to 
you, through the officers and executive 


board members of your divisions, the} 
results of our conferences with the. 


governor of the state of Illinois, the 
public utilities «commission, and the 
officers representing the two com- 
panies that you are employed by. In 
taking up your situation I would in- 
form you that on Tuesday morning, 
July 29, I was informed by the presi- 
dents of your two divisions of the 
strike that is now on. 

I reached your city this morning, 
met your Officers, and also was met by 
the governor’s representative, who re- 
quested that I take immediate action 
to bring about a settlement of this 
present dispute and place the cars in 
operation again in order to relieve the 
condition now prevailing in Chicago. 
I advised the) governor through his 
representative that I would not dis- 
cuss the situation with any one from 
the outside unti: I had first learned 
the true situation from our own officers 
‘and the executive committee represent- 
ing the two local divisions involved in 
the trouble. 


Learns Actual Conditions. 


I called for a meeting of your com- 
mittees to meet as early as possible. 
At 2 o'clock this afternoon I met with 
the officers and committee of your re- 


spective divisions ‘and learned from ' over eleven hours’ time would have 
them the actual situation that had led | 


up to the present dispute. Your offi- 
cers informed me that conferences had 
taken place off and on during the last 
two weeks, that at one time the con- 
ferences had been broken off by your 
committees because the companies 
would not give to them a proposition 
that they felt was reasonable on the 


~ auestion of wages and the hours of 


labor, but that on last Saturday, July 
26, Gov. Lowden, representing the 
state of Illinois, called the committee 
to meet with him and asked them to 
again open up negotiations on Monday 
with the officials of the companies 
through the utilities commission, ex- 


‘pressing his belief that propositions on | 


wages and hours that would bring a 
settlement could be reached. 

Your committee advised the govern- 
or that they had already called a joint 


meeting of the two divisions, but that: 


they would be pleased to meet with the 
_Yrepresentatives of the companies as 


suggested by the governor and try to. 


work out a satisfactory’ settlement. 
This meeting took place Monday morn- 
ing, July 28, at 10 o’clock. Confer- 
ences were continued during the en- 
tire day, closing about 7 o’clogk in the 
evening, when they reached an under- 
standing with the companies in the 
way of an agreement, which they be- 
lieved should settle the proposition, 


- and which they agreed to recommend 


to the membership for a settlement. 


Outline of Propésition. 

The proposition as submitted to the 
Surface men was as follows: 

“The workday of all employés shall 
be eight hours, with time and one- 
half for.all time worked over eight 
hours; not less than 60 per cent of the 


j runs shall be straight time, the. bal- 
* ance to be completed within fourteen 


consecutive hours. No run, regular or 
extra, shall pay less than eight hours’ 
time.” 
Now, this meant that 60 per cent of 
the trainmen in the service of the 
surface lines would complete their 
day’s work: within eight hours of con- 
Secutive time; that the éther 40 per 
cent would complete their day’s work 
in as short a number of hours as pos- 
sible, none of them to exceed four- 
teen hours of.continuous time. This

REGAIN ORDER AT ONCE. 

These race riots began Sunday at a bathing 
beach.’ They have continued four days. Each 
day whites and blacks have been killed, brutally. 
Each day mobs have chased victims through the 
streets. 

The city is not in order and it must be put in 
order. There is danger in the situation if the au- 
thorities seem to hesitate to use all the force they 
Rave to stop the lawlessness. If reluctance ap- 
pears it may be an incentive. 

The men of the regular police force have had 
an exhausting period of duty. They are bound to 
relax. With all their efforts oad have not re- 


gained order. 


The state troops are ‘armed, offi- 


ecered. They are infinitely better than special police- 
men, whether 1,000 or 2,000 be sworn in. These 
troops are stationed in the city for service. 

The decision finally taken to call the state troops 
out of thie armories and put them in the riot dis- 
trict was a wise one. It certainly was not prema- 
ture. If anything it was overdue. 

We sincerely. hope that within the next twenty- 
four hours Chicago will reénter the list of civilized 


communities. 


WHAT ARE WE GOING TO DO. 


ABOUT IT? | 

Chicago is disgraced and dishonored. Its head is 
bloodied gnd bowed, bloodied by crime and bowed 
in shame. Its reputation is besmirched. Its fame 
is tarnished for years. 

People do not forget cities which have been the 
scene of mob murders, of savagery and inhuman 
violence. Chicago may expect to suffer the con- 
sequences: The last few days have been abhor- 
rent.

In establishments 
where lead is handled the law requires 
that there shall be ample facilities for 
washing the hands and that every work- 
man must wash his face and hands be- 
fore eating his lunch. It {fs difficult to 
énforce this law with outsid ers. 
The Chicago brotherhood in 1913 in- 
sisted upon this demand: 
_ “ No workman shall be required to use 
any poisonous substance injurious to 
health such as wood alcohol, varnish re-. 
mover, oxalic acid, or the sanding ‘of 
lead, etc., unless he is protected with 
respirator, gloves, etc’, same to be fur- 
nished by the employer; nor shall he be 
required to use any dirty or insanitary 
wash rags or drop cloth. 


“There shall be an allowance of five 


minutes for wash time in each four . 


hours’ work and where lead or other 
poisonous material is used the employer 
shall furnish hot water, soap, and towels. 
to the workmen. The officers and mem- 
bers of the organization shall enforce 
this clause.” 
It is not easy to get the men to take 
the necessary precautions, even after 
facilities have been made available. 


BED BUGS IN AMBUSH. |

tried the formaldehyde-sulphur candles, 
but they are stil] very annoying.”

Connecting Preferred Is

Talk of Strike. 


| LIBERTY BOND PRICES 


There was greater activity and 
gtrength in street railroad securities 


market for several months. The pre 
ferred stock of the Connecting Rail- 
ways advanced 2% points to 14, being 


higher than the issue sold when it was 
thought there would be no strike. The 
company’s bonds were up 3% points 


at 62. The bonds of the Chicago Rail- | 


Ways company advanced 1% points. 
City Railway first mortgage bonds 
were off 1 point, but they had previous- 
ly had an advance, 

There is constant inquiry as to what a 
settlement of the strike on the basis 
proposed by the companies will mean 
for the securities holders. Only round 
figures can be presented, but they are 
sufficient to afford an approximate no- 
tion of results. 

Higher Than Other Cities. 

The men have been offered a maximum 
of 65 cents an hour—that is, the Surface 
lines—which is 5 cents ‘higher than 
Cleveland, Buffalo, or Boston. This in- 
crease is 17 cents above the present wage 
of 48 cents an hour. It is figured that 
the 17 cents advance will mean an in- 
crease of roundly $8,000,900 in operating 
costs. 

As a setoff against this, the company 
has asked for a 7 cent fare. The esti- 
mate is that a 2 cent increase would 
bring a net gain in gross of about $8,750,- 
000, which, under the circumstances, 
would be applicable to the wage increase. 

The number of passengers carried is at 
the rate of 700,000,000 a year. But the 
experience of other cities is that with an 
increased fare the number of passengers 
decreases. It is thought that about 11 
per cent will cover the falling off in the 
actval number of passengers carried, 
which would reduce the number to sub- 
stantially 625,000,000, bringing in a gross 
return, at’7 cents, of $43,750,000, against 
the present gross of $35,000,000. 

25 Per Cent Actual Gain. 


The increase of $8,750,000 in gross is 
equal to 25 per cent. The increase in 
fares from 5 cents to 7 cents is a theoreti- 
cal increase of 40 per cent, but the experi- 
ence of a decrease in passengers is such 
that the theoretical 40 per cent increase 
in gross is expected to result in but a 
25 per cent actual gain, as indicated. 

The companies are now working along, 
barely earning their bond interest. The 
increase in fares to 7 cents should leave 
them a little better off than they are 
now. But with any increase in net earn- 
ings there will be demanded a resump- 
tion of extension work, which has been 
curtailed. 

See Profit in Transfers. 


Apparently, the only profit of conse- 
quence which the companies can realize 
out of the proposed settlement with be a 
charge for transfers, and this has been 
spoken of as 1 cent per transfer. The 
average number of transfers issued is 
1,500,000 daily. A “charge of 1 cent would, 
it is expected, eliminate most of the short 
haul second riders, and a conservative 
estimate is that probably 50 per cent of 
the people who now use free transfers 
would not pay for one. Seven hundred 
and fifty thousand transfers at 1 cent 
each would bring in an increased revenue 
of $7,500 d day, or about $2,700,000 per 
annum.
